Loyola students will have by now received in the mail their ballot to vote on 
the planned $3.50 increase of the Student Services fee. To date 342. ballots 
have been returned, and so far it looks as though students are more than will- 
ing to do something about the situation. Of the responses received, the maj- 
ority have voted in favor of either option (A) Withhold the $3.50 increase: when 
paying meets: 100, or Withhold the. entire fee,116. Responses continue, to 
Roe siudiie: and what they should do. If you, or anyone you. Xp, has 
not, mailed in their ballot, please make sure it is done as soon as possible. 
The faster the responses come in, the better we will know what you want’ done. 
Don" t forget pre-registered students are expected to start paying theix, fees

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L.S.A. Telephone Plans, 1977-78 


A revised telephone system is being planned for the L.S.A. offices this year, 
‘There will be new extensions put in, bringing the total number of extensions 
-to 27 (10 more than last year). Private lines will bé eliminated, and there 


is the possibility of setting up a system which will stop unauthorized long- 
distance telephone calls from being made out of this building. The Phone- 
Guard system, as it is called, will prevent on specified lines the dialing 
of 0, 411, and 1. It will also stop people from tinkering with the receiver, 
a practice which makes it possible to by-pass the operator. In other words, 
the Phone Guard enables the monitoring of long-distance calls. In the past 
two years, the L.S.A. has spent about $1,200.00 on unauthorized calls, The 
estimated cost of the Phone Guard is $1,100.00. In the long run, this system 
would be beneficial to everyone because it virtually eliminates the expense 
of unauthorized calls. The L.S.A., in general, saves money, and no individ- 
ual or member association gets stuck with a big telephone bill for unauthor-

‘Yst,'1977, most departments of Concordia faculty of Arts & Science’ were éff- 


ectively merged, thus. creating one department out of the: two: previously ex~- 
isting ones on both campuses. By a ruling of Senate, No.77-4-12* (Document 
US-77-4-D2, pages 1 '§° 2), it has been determined that search committees be 
struck to find a chairman for the new department. In such committeés,i Senate 
has ruled that the student representation be of two (2). per founding depart- 
ment (i.e. each campus). The task of finding a qualified person to head.....

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...-individual departments affects all students, therefore, it is necessary 
to know:whether or not such a committee has been formed in your specific 
department, and to make sure that responsible student representatives sit 
onit;. Another: important committee needing student representation is the 
Food Gommittee, Despite the deceptive name, this body has done some worth- 
while.things. For one, it was responsible for the creation of the "No 
Smoking" section in the Campus Centre during lunch time. It. also had set 
up the Wednesday buffet at Hingston, and was responsible for. the installa- 
tion of the,;new juice machines. If you eat at Hingston or at. the Campus. . 
Centre, and. feel-some changes could and: should be made, get on the Food _ 
Committee;and let. your voice be heard..,,......The Visiting Lecturers Comm- . 
ittee is also on the lookout for people.to arrange the scheduling of lect- 
urers coming on’ campus, and to handle the problems or questions for those 
people wishing to bring in some particular lecturer........Another area at 
Loyola badly in need of strong student representation is the libraries. 
As everyone knows, the libraries on the Loyola Campus are much less than 
(sadequate.:..Now is your chance to get your two cents in on the library sit- 
uation; sit on the Library Committee, whose student seat is open come Sept- 
ember...:..s4.Lastly,; but not leastly, the Campus Centre requires four day 
students at-large to sit on the Board of Directors of the Campus Centre. 
All these committees' work effects every student at Concordia, so why not 
make sure student representation is strong. Sit on a committee and try to

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Report on the Seventh Congress of A.N.E.Q. (Association Nationale Des 
Etudiants: Du Quebec 


Free education! This is a policy of A.N.E.Q. which was not just adopted at 
‘the. Seventh Congress held last month at the University of Sherbrooke; but 
_has. been. a part ofits problem for a long time. However, it was at this ~- 
particular Congress, attended by L.S.A delegates Alain Lajoie, Jean Robertson, 
‘anid Bernard Déry, that a declaration was made concerning this. matter. The 
declaration proposed that the government tax large corporations in order. to 
pay for the education of Quebec students. There were a number of other dec-, 
larations made at the Congress, two of which were extremely relevant. One was 
that students should have the right to participate in decisions concerning 
their education. Another was that students should be able to administer the 
Student ServicessDepartment. In light of the planned increase in the Student 
Services fee, it seems obvious that many Concordia students would agree with 
this proposal........Another important subject discussed at the Seventh.Con- 
gress was the question of Loans and Bursaries. The feeling of ANEQ is that 
wither fees should be dispensed with altogether (in which case loans and 
bursaries would not be needed); or else there should be an increase of.......

....loans and bursaries to set off the burden of fee-paying. The whole ‘idea 
of loans and bursaries has an interesting histcry. It was not until the Uni- 
versité de’ Montréal. put pressure on the Quebec government that the loans and 
bursaries plan was even-adopted..........Finally, there were a number of :im- 
portant elections held at this Seventh Congress, specifically in -the Central 
Council and the Executive. The members of the new Executive are: Secretary- 
Gereral - Francois Cout 1re;. Secretary-Trcasurer..-. Francois Desbiens; Secre- 
tary of Information - Daniel Paquet. and an un-named executive postion to 
Francois Mallette. Members. to the different Regional Councils were also elec- 
ted to. the Central Council. .Alain-Lajoie; for one, was elected to. the Mont-

There was an A.U.C.C. Conforence held last month at Dalhousie University in. 
Halifax. Concordia sent a number of people to the Conference, representing: . 
a variety of areas: Dr. O'Brien, Dean Breen, Dean Callaghan,; Dean Campbell, * 
T. Fancott, W. Franeis, Dave Martin, and Susan. Saucedo.......The. :theme .of . 

the Conference was "University and a Changing Society", and there. were .a. number 
of addresses and workshops held pertaining to that topic.......Besides the 
workshops and lectures, Dr. O'Bricn was nominated to A.U.C.C.'s Board of Dir- 
ectors, and Concordia University was.accepted as a member of A.U.C.C. In the 
past, previous to the merger, ‘both Loyola and Sir George were members of the 
A.U.C.C.; at this. time,, the provisional status of Concordia was ratified.,.... 
There were also a number of nominations and appointments to the A.U.C.C. . . 
Board of Directors, all of which were done by ballot, due to the large number 
of nominations......One controversial subject ‘which kept recurring at the 
Conference, was the question of the N.U.S. (National Union of Students) boy- 
cott of A.U.C.C.. According to. N.U.S., the logic for. this boycott is that, — 
as far as they are concerned, A.U.C.C. does not, as it claims, represent all 
sectors of University life. Ironically enough, N.U.S. also makes this claim 
even though it does not act on the behzif of universities in Quebec -and. P.E.I. 
To conclude this ¢™scussion, A.U.C.C. delegates: decided to produce a statement 
concerning their position, which would be signed by the student caucus........ 
In conclusion, the student delegate, Susan Saucedo, felt that on the whole the 
Conference was unsuccessful, because .it was hurried, disorganized and artifial 
in the sense that A.U.C.C. tries, without success, to obtain a unity amoungst
